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UNITED  STATES 

Rather  recently  the  Director  of  the 
Mint  prepared  a report  showing  the 
number  of  proof  coins  struck  between 
1863  and  1942.  That  is,  the  report 
showed  the  gold  coinage  from  1865  to 
1915;  the  silver  coinage  from  1863  to 
1942;  and  the  minor  coinage  from  1878 
to  1942.  This  information  has  long 
been  desired  by  collectors  and  the 
Treasury  Department  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated  upon  having  been  able  to  unearth 
the  old  records.  It  is  assumed  that  the 
reports  cover  the  calendar  year  although 
most  Mint  reports  are  for  the  fiscal 
year.  Minor  proof  sets  were  specially 
struck  beginning  in  1878  for  the  con' 
venience  of  collectors  who  did  not  wish 
to  have  all  the  silver  coins.  Before  that 
date  the  entire  series  was  undoubtedly 
struck  in  equal  amounts  as  will  be  noted 
from  the  records  of  the  silver  proofs 
struck.  Consequently,  I think  we  may 
assume  the  number  of  pieces  struck 
of  the  minor  coins  before  1878  must  be 
the  same  as  of  the  silver  coins. 

When  you  try  to  figure  a proportion- 
ate value  based  on  the  published  records 
it  is  very  difficult,  in  fact  it  makes  no 
sense  whatever,  and  my  opinion  is  that 
in  many  years  a certain  number  of 
proof  sets  were  prepared  and  those  that 
were  not  sold  were  either  melted  up  or 
put  into  circulation.  Also  my  early 
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experience  with  proofs  was  at  a time 
when  very  little  interest  was  shown 
in  them.  Most  silver  proofs  sold  at 
auction  sales  for  only  a few  cents  prem- 
ium and  the  natural  thing  for  a dealer 
to  do  if  he  did  not  have  a ready  sale 
for  such  proofs  was  to  put  them  in  the 
bank  for  redemption.  I am  sure  many 
of  them  went  this  way  particularly  the 
dollars  and  half  dollars.  The  compari- 
son with  recorded  coinages  and  present 
day  prices  will  be  taken  up  more  ex- 
tensively in  a future  number  of  the 
Journal. 

It  is  the  writer's  idea  that  proof  coins 
in  definite  sets  were  not  struck  before 
1840,  although  many  proofs  exist  of 
earlier  dates.  However,  many  of  these 
early  proofs  may  only  be  first  impres- 
sions from  the  dies,  not  actually  struck 
as  proof  coins.  This  is  an  open  question 
which  can  lead  to  considerable  discus- 
sion. We  will  give  a tabulation  of  the 
known  proofs  before  1858  in  the 
Journal  as  soon  as  it  is  prepared  to  our 
satisfaction. 

As  a quick  reference  for  collectors 
we  will  publish  in  the  next  two  or  three 
Journals  tabulated  lists  of  proofs  giving 
the  number  coined  and  the  1950  cata- 
logue valuations.  This  may  lead  eventu- 
ally to  a much  better  balanced  schedule 
of  prices  on  the  whole  series.

THE  ABUKIR 

One  of  the  most  important  features 
of  the  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  collections 
was  the  very  remarkable  series  of  gold 
medallions  from  the  find  at  Abukir. 
These  splendid  objects  of  art,  hitherto 
unknown,  astounded  both  the  Numis- 
matic and  Art  worlds  and  many  ex- 
perts found  it  very  difficult  to  believe 
in  their  authenticity.  Dr.  Heinrich 
Dressel,  of  the  Berlin  Museum,  was  one 
of  the  first  qualified  experts  to  be  con- 
vinced of  the  authenticity  and  import- 
ance of  these  medallions.  There  were 
twenty  pieces  in  the  find  and  the  Berlin 
Museum  selected  five  for  their  cabinet. 
At  the  same  time  Dr.  Dressel  prepared 
a very  extensive  monograph,  “Funf 
Goldmedaillons  Aus  Dem  Funde  Von 
Abukir",  Berlin  1906.  The  monograph 
not  alone  covers  the  five  medallions 
purchased  by  the  Berlin  Museum,  but 
constitutes  a complete  list  of  the  entire 
twenty  pieces  in  the  find  with  full 
descriptions.  Six  of  these  medallions 
formerly  in  the  collection  of  Dr.  Edde 
of  Alexandria,  were  purchased  by  Mr. 
Morgan  in  1911.  A little  later  in  the 
same  year,  two  other  medallions  belong- 
ing to  Madame  Sinadino  of  Alexandria, 
were  acquired  by  Mr.  Morgan.  The 
first  six  medallions  are  described  by 
Edward  T.  Newell  in  the  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics,  July  1910.  At 
the  end  of  his  dissertation  upon  the 
medallions,  Mr.  Newell  gives  a para- 
graph describing  the  probable  reasons 
for  the  striking  of  such  pieces.  We 
have  taken  the  liberty  of  reproducing 
this  paragraph  in  its  entirety  as  follows: 

‘'The  medallions  were  prizes  for  the 

winners  of  the  Olympian  games  held 


MEDALLIONS 

in  the  274th  year  of  the  Actian  era 
(A.D.  242-242),  in  honor  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  at  Beroea  in  Mace- 
don,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Em- 
peror Gordian  III.  The  style  points 
also  to  the  third  century  of  our  era, 
though  the  models  were  undoubted- 
ly of  Hellenistic  times.  The  large 
and  well-known  series  of  bronze 
coins,  with  inscription  K O I N O N 
MAKEAONfiN,  also  aids  in  fixing 
the  date  of  these  medallions.  All  of 
that  series  bear  on  the  obverse  a bust 
of  Alexander  the  Great,  and  on  the 
reverse  various  types  referring  to  the 
games  and  to  Alexander’s  exploits. 
They  were  struck  under  the  emperors 
from  Caracalla  to  Gordian  III,  for 
use  during  the  same  games  for  which 
the  gold  medallions  were  issued  as 
prizes.  The  similarity  between  these 
two  series  of  bronze  and  gold,  in 
style,  workmanship,  letters,  and  in- 
ternal archaeological  evidence,  is  plain 
to  everyone.” 

The  eight  medallions  from  the  Mor- 
gan Collection  have  all  been  disposed 
of,  also  some  of  the  other  known  pieces 
have  recently  changed  hands.  In  a 
future  article,  we  hope  to  give  a com- 
plete story  of  the  present  whereabouts 
of  the  entire  series  of  twenty  pieces.
